Government cannot explain 

away this fact. There is not much hope of reform in this direction at the 

hands of Sir Ashley Eden, who does not believe that the people are getting 

more drunk than formerly. It therefore behoves Lord Ripon to interfere.

Pah my Rongyy on the spirit of the Sddhdrani, of the 5th March, makes 
‘the follewing observations :—It is true that 
competent editors and regular correspondents not being always ready at hand, 
the condition of native newspapers is not sufficiently advanced; but the 
strictures passed upon them by Sir Ashley Eden are nevertheless not 
reasonable, The first charge brought against native editors is that they 
impute bad motives to Government even when it acts with the best inten- 
tions. Now the Vernacular Press Act was in force last year, and if native 
journals had really unjustly vilified Government, they would not have 
escaped with impunity, and it is certain that some one or other among the 
editors would have found his journalistic career at an end. That this has not 
occurred is proof that Sir Ashley Eden has erroneously charged native 
journals with imputing bad motives to Government. ‘The second charge is 
that they do not appear to be able to discuss a subject in all its bearings. 
There is some truth in this statement, but it is not a ground of reproach to 
native newspapers, most of which are professedly written in the interests of 
the people of this country. That in discussing a case they do not always bring 
forward arguments which might be advanced from the side of Government 
is because that, while there are so many persons to do this work, and while 
a newspaper is particularly subsidized by Government for this purpose, no 
arrangement exists for representing the wants and grievances of the help- 
less masses. _ Thus this charge also is an unfounded one. The third charge 
is that native papers do not possess any influence, and that they do not 
enjoy the confidence of the native public. That this is not the case is 
shewn by the efforts made by the Lieutenant-Governor to cast discredit 
upon these journals. The effect of the remarks, monotonous and almost 
couched in the same words which are made from year to year by Sir Ashley 
Eden on the native press, has been to give the editors an idea of their own 
importance, inasmuch as they find that their opinions are sought to be 
ascertained by high-placed officials, and have the power of disturbing their 
equanimity. Native editors have accordingly come to think that they should 
enceforth proceed with more caution in discussing the measures of Govern- 
ment, and endeavour to point out its shortcomings in such a manner as 
would not make it possible for it to ignore their existence.
